become alarmed at the credi- 
bility gap which has been created as 
a result of the coverage of the fight- 
ing in Bast.

In a rere self-admission the “Hin- 
dustan Times” confessed this week 
that the Indien press and radio 
lacked objectivity in its reporting 
of the fighting. 

“Credibility.” the paper said, “has 
been damaged by the unfortunate 
lack of professionalism by 
the Indian print and sound media in 
their coverage of the fighting .. 
Objectivity has been too often over- 
whelmed by emotion,” because of 
the “terrible killing of unarmed men 
and women by the Paldstan 
“(Several editors share this view.) 

Mr. Frank Moraes, Editor-In- 

Chief of the “Indian Express,” told 
the Asian News Service he ogreed 
that the Indian press and radio was 
not objective in its reporting on 
Bangia Desh. However, he added 
reports of maas killings and Pakistan 
"1 atrocities had come also from 
foreign correspondentsin East Ben- 
gal. Mr. BG. Verghese, Editor-In- 
Chief of the “Hindustan Times,” 
said he had taken up with other 
editors the need for a more balanced 
coverage. 
The situation now is that any 
crisis between India and Pakistan 
4s often presented to the public by 
official spokesmen of both sides at 
an hysterical level, although the 
tlosed-door negotiations are urbane, 
sophisticated and frequently con- 
ctllatory.

Japan rejects U.S. plan 
on yen exchange rate

TOKYO (ANS!. — Japanese Fi- 
mance Minister Takeo Fukuda ts 
reliably understood to have rejected 
an American proposal to establish 
8 wider band of exchange rates for 
the yen. The proposal was made by 
Mr. David Kennedy, President Ni- 
%on’s special envoy, during this mis- 
sion here to find a solution to 
existing trade differences between 
the U.S. and Japan. 

Mr. Kennedy is said to have ask- 
ed for Japanese cooperation in 
American efforts to stabilise the 
dollar. He pointed out that Japan 
has a balance of payments surplus 
which reached $5,400m. this month. 
Japanese officials replied that Ja- 
pan would exert further efforts to 
stimulate imports in order to re- 
duce the accumulation of foreign 
exchange reserves, 

The wider band of exchange 
rates said to have been suggested 
‘by Mr. Kennedy was between 2 and 
3 per cent. This, Japanese offi- 
clals felt, would virtually pave the 
way for a re-valuation of the yen. 

Governor Tadasu Sasaki of the 
Bank of Japan is understood to have

ed the High Court of Justice, sub- 
mitting that they had chosen this 
particular name because the main 
occupation of the company would 
be in Jerusaiem and they wished 
to associate the company with 
something typleal of Jerusalem.

Judgment 

Justice Etzioni, who detivered the 
majority opinion of the High Court, 
Justice Many concurring, first con- 
sidered the argument that a com- 
pany is entitled to choose any name 
which its pleases subject to the 
statutory restrictions contained in 
the Companies Ordinance, and that 
the respondent's reasons for refus- 
ing to accept the name which the 
petitioners had chosen were foreign 
to the alms of the Companies Or- 
Ginance, The respondent's represen- 
tative, he noted, had counter-ar- 
gued that the respondent had ab- 
Solute discretion, aud that the High 
Court was not entitled to intervene. 

considering this latter counter- 
argument first, Justice Etzioni held 
that it has already been establish- 
ed by the High Court (in Hic. 241/60 
P.D. 15/1151) and F.H. 16/61 PD. 
16/1208) that a provision which 
is so drastically repugnant to the 
fundamentai freedom of incorpora- 
tion should be interpreted narrowly 
and that the Court should 
be deeméd to have the right to inter- 
vene. 

The immediate question before 
the High Court in the present case, 
continued Justice Etzion!, is whe- 
ther the provisions of section 14 
could possibly ‘be applied by the 
respondent in order to prevent the 
vegistation of a company of whose 
game he disapproves; and the an- 
swer to that question must, in his 
opinion, he held, be in the negative.

is not exclusively associated with 
religious emotions in the minds 
of a majority, or an appreci- 
able part, of the réligious pub- 
lic, nor must it be presumed to 
refer exclusively to the Kotel 
(the Western Wall).

| ITZHAK GELBHAR 


Devotion, skill 
and humour 


In a world in which personal 
sacrifice and lave of work has be- 
come increasingly rare, the ἄδνο- 
tion and skill of Itzhak Gelbhar, 
the veteran lnotypist of The Jeru- 
salem Post who died last week, will 
be remembered by ail his colleagues. 


Itzhak Gelbhar joined the staff of 


country in 1934 and was known for 
his ability to work skilfully in all 
European languages, including 
Russian, a capacity which was parti- 
cularly needed during the Second 
World War. After the bombing of 
The Post in February 1948, he took 
with a smile the hardships of con- 
tinuous night work in most trying 
circumstances. He was loved for 
his humour and admired for his 
meticwjousness and punctuality. 


Itzhak could not stand official 
retirement for long, and answering 
the call for skilled workers he re- 
joined the staff of The Post as a 
part-time worker, until the sudden 
ilmess that proved fatal.
